ing superiority was accorded to the aeroplane 
lond centuries of strategy and experience 
[gained from the importance of sea power were 
thrown to the winds figuratively speaking. Of 
lcourse, nothing of the kind has happened. In 
Jmanoeuyres and experiments, in the Spanish 
lwar and in the present war the air forces of 
Jeach ‘side have done tremendouf raiding work 
fon naval units, and although in some cases 
large damage has been done, the results are 
nothing like what the prophets of alr ascend-

A PROMISE HONOURED 
ij April 17. 

‘The announcement made in’ London on 
‘Monday night to the effect that British forces 
hhad Tanded at several points on the Nor- 
‘weglan coast is one of the most gratifying 
pieces of news which has been liberated 
Since. the beginning of the war. Not only 
‘oes it prove the Allies’ willingness to hon- 
four thelr promises to threatened neutral 
bbut it demonstrates beyond a shadow of a 
doubt the untruth of the German claim to 
hold command of the North Sea, and 
establishes Instead complete Allied contro! 
‘of those waters, Were that not the case the 
‘Aespateh of British forces to land in Norway 
‘would have been the height of imprudence. 
‘The fact that such troops have been con~ 
vvoyed across the North Sea without molesta~ 
Yion to make successful landing is all. the 
‘evidence necessary (0 show what a damaging 
blow has been struck against the German 
navy, of which authoritative naval circles 
in London claim the effective strength con- 
sists now of no more than one battle cruiser, 
possibly one pocket battleship, one light 
eruiser, eleven destroyers and about half the 
number of U-boats with which Germany 
entered the war. The wastage as a result 
of the naval actions of last week is such that 
Germany cannot hope to replace it for a 
very" considerable time to come. Cori~ 
sequently, with the huge minefield which has 
been Inid and the powerful convoys, which 
iC i possible to give the British troops in 
transit across the North Sea, what might 
hhave tured out: in, other circumstances. to 
boa particularly perilous undertaking has 
been accomplished with greater safety than 
that. ‘whieh attended the comparatively 
simpler move by the Germans. Attempts are 
being made by the German propaganda 
machine to minimize the extent of the re~ 
verses ‘which have been inflicted upon the 
German navy,, but these cannot possibly 
succeed in face of the fact that the British 
Tanding on Norwegian shores hax been ac- 
complished. Stubborn facts such as these 
ofy even the versatile German propagand- 
fats to explain away, 

For all: practical purposes, if this London 
estimate is correct,—and there is every rea 
son to believe it is—the German navy has 
virtually been wiped out, and should rio 
longer be reckoned on ‘as an important 
factor in the future development of the war. 




















It 1s claimed that the British troops have | the 


occupied Narvik, ‘That awaits  confirma~ 
lon, but whether that is so or not, the fact 
that the Allies can exercise a ‘complete 
Dlockade of that port deprives the Germar 
of at least a quarter of thelr total ore sup~ 
plies coming from Sweden, considerably 
damaging the fron industry’ of Germany 
which has to depend upon the high grade 
Swedish ore to mix with its domestic low 
grade ore in order to permit the basic opera 
tion of the Bessemer or ‘Thomas processes 
the very foundation of the steel industry. 
‘That in itself is a shattering blow which 
will become even more devastating should 
Germany seck to invade Sweden, when all 
supplies would be cut off, even those trans~ 
ported through the Baltic. Indeed the only 
safeguard which Sweden has at the moment is 
that very fact, for a Sweden at war most cer- 
tainly would make sure that none of her raw 
materials would reach her enemy, while in 
the event of defeat the destruction of the iron 
fields would obviously follow. When these 
facts are borne in mind it is clear that Herr 
Hitler has very dangerously overreached 
himself, and he has opened the way for the 
Allies to administer further blows, and such 
‘a8 should contribute largely to the’ confdent- 
ly expected German defeat. Apart from the 
purely strategical aspects of the affair, 
there is the psychological side of the matter 
to be considered, ‘The British landing on 
the Norwegian coast should have the effect 
of encouraging those other neutrals, who may. 
in turn be threatened, to take up arms, and 
resist German aggression. They have ‘been 
shown that the Allies are not only willing, 
but anxious to go to their assistance should 
they require it. ‘Much has been made of the 
contention that the Allles did not go to the aid 
of Poland. It only requires a glance at any 
map to show why this should have been 
the case, especially when in the instance of 
Finland, the Scandinavian countries, in

It will be 
‘supplied with no mean hand, for every such 
move as that which Germany has made in 
Norway opens up an opportunity of getting 
at Germany, which would not have’ been 
possible except at a very heavy cost, had 
Germany been content to wait behind her 
Siegfried Line for the Allies to attack her 
there. Thus the attempt to maintain a 
[Sitzkrieg, with occasional diversions in the 
nature of a minor Blitzkrieg, which is ap- 
parently what Herr Hitler contemplates, 
plays into the hands of the Allies, and they 
have shown in the case of Norway that they 
fare ready at all times to take advantage 
of the openings which Herr Hitler affords 
them. Despite the fact that the invasion of 
Scandinavia was always part and parcel of 
the policy of the Reich, it has always to be 
borne in mind that this adventure into Nor- 
way was dictated by desperation aroused by 
the manner in which the Allies were frustrat~ 
{ing the German-endeavours to maintain and 
inerease their supplies of ore from Sweden. 
Were Germany to emerge victorious from 
this struggle it is apparent that Scandinavia 
would have been brought into subjection by 
a conquering nation. ‘The pressure of the 
Allied blockade has had the effect of forcing 
Herr Hitler to put the cart before the horse, 
reversing his original programme and giving 
the Allies the opportunity, which they did 
not miss, of inflicting a staggering blow to 
the German navy, and it is to be hoped in 
the near future a defeat of the German 
forces at present in Norway. Only the 
future will tell how far the German military 
‘experts agreed with Herr Hitler in launching 
this movement, though it is known that there 
has been opposition to various of the schemes 
hatehed in his erratic and mystic mind. The 
chances are that in this case their advice 
was overruled unless, of course, they were 
completely misinformed as to the real 
situation in the North Se: 

















MEDITERRANEAN DISCORD |

While some days must elapse before much 
news will be available concerning the Jand- 
ing of British forces in Norway, for they 
have undoubtedly to consolidate their position, 
and accumulate large stores before actual- 
ly embarking upon action against the Ger- 
man invaders, attention is being drawn to 
the Mediterranean. ‘The recent outbursts in 
the Italian Press against the Allies are all 
‘the more significant when it is remembered 
that the control of the Press in Italy is on 
4 par with that which exists in Germany, and 
the conclusion to be drawn is that Italian 
newspapers at any rate for the time being 
reflecting the attitude of the Italian Govern- 
ment, Thus the attempt to belittle. the 
Allied success against Germany in the North 
‘Sea, the insivtence upon German victories 
which exist only in the perfervid minds of 
Dr. Goebbels and people of that ill, is not 
now offset by the Italian Press featuring the 
news of the British landing at Narvik. There 
is a distinct similarity between Italian and 
German technique to be noted. Signor 
Gayda, the mouthpiece of Signor Mussolini, 
has been responsible for articles attacking 

Allies, and in his latest outburst against 
France in fact puts up a plea for Italian 
lebensraum, not perhaps in so many words 
but most ‘certainly by implication." Anti- 
British demonstrations in Milan and Florence, 
and other examples of what is dubbed in 
London “Italy's extreme bad will” are all 
straws in the wind which need the most 
careful watching. The point is made that all 
this is part and parcel of the co-operation of 
the Rome-Berlin Axis, Italy making this de- 
monstration for the purpose of showing the 
‘Allies that they cannot with safety to them= 
‘selves withdraw naval forces from the Medi- 
terranean. It must be confessed that the 
‘argument does not appear to be a weighty 
‘one as the Allies have more than sufficient 
forces outside the Mediterranean to deal 
‘with the remnants of the German fleet, while 
if it were necessary to strengthen them, the 
perfection of the blockade in the North Sea 
and the impossibility of German vessels at 
present hiding in neutral ports being able 
to regain their own shores, considerably 
lightens the task of the naval units watching 
them, and liberates a very substantial pro- 
portion for duties elsewhere. 

‘There is consequently little need for the 
Allies to reduce their strength in the Medi- 
terranean, and every prospect that it will 
be maintained at its present level and pos- 
sibly strengthened should the elrcumstances 
‘warrant it. The point appears to have been 
missed in most comments on the Mediter- 
ranean development that after all the whole 
thing may arise from purely domestic causes. 
‘The understanding between Rome and Ber- 
lin has never been too popular with the 
masses, and in some at least of the most 
exalted circles. The severe reverses which 
have been administered to the Germans in 
the North Sea, the spectacular response to 
the invasion of Norway by the speedy land~ 
ing of British troops cannot but make an 
impression upon the Italian masses. Ulti-

mately the question will be asked as to whe- 


‘ther alliance with Germany was really 
worth all it was cracked up to be, and the 
more headway the Allies make against Ger~ 
many the more important will that aspect 
of the whole matter become. It may be 
assumed, therefore, that the present cam- 
aign in the controlled Italian press, alleging 
German victories on the Western Front even, 
‘with military correspondents _vieing vith 
each other in praising German military 
operations and decrying those of the Allies, 
has been undertaken for the purpose of 
allaying such anxiety as must inevitably be 
created as the news of the German failure 
becomes better known throughout Italy. The 
conclusion to be drawn, then, is that the 
Italian Government is endeavouring to per~ 
suade its people by means of the Press that 
the Rome-Berlin Axis is just as strong 
militarily as ever it was, and that Germany 
is to be relied upon to secure victory. The 
whole thing may be regarded as an adroit 
attempt to preserve whatever satisfaction 
might have existed over the Italian-German 
alliance. No other explanation for this 
attempt to mislead the Italian public can 
possibly hold together, unless the theory 
advanced by. Havas is accepted that Italy 
‘only wishes to create a diversion in the 
‘Mediterranean to help Herr Hitler in the 
north, and thus keep him occupied away 
from 'the Balkans, 

While it is likely that Herr Hitler will find 
himself greatly preoccupied in Norway for 
some time to come, the possibilities of his 
adventuring into the Balkans cannot be 
ignored. Denmark and Norway may for a 
while prove an asset to Germany from the 
point of view of foodstuffs, ete, but in the 
Jong run they are likely to turn into liabili- 
tics. ‘Then Herr Hitler may be expected to 
turn his attention to the Balkans, and it is 
quite on the cards that if Germany does 0, 
Russid will follow suit. ‘The decision will 
‘then be left to Rome as to whether Italy. 
shall acquiesce in the destruction of her 
sphere of influence in the Balkans, or resort 
to arms to defend it. That is the choice 
which’ must sooner o later be forced upon 
Signor Mussolini who must surely realize 
that all Italy has got out of the Rome-Aerlin 
‘Axis is Albania, and a generally unsatis- 
factory situation in the Mediterranean, Hence 
this diversion, designed to encourage Herr 
Hitler to prosecute his northern adventure 
in the hope that this will divert his attenti 
from the Balkans. It is indeed a slight hope. 
‘The growing efficiency of the Allied blockade, 
the tendency of the Balkan states to hang 
on to their own products as a precaution 
against the outbreak of hostilities against 
‘themselves, must inevitably tend to diminish 
the amount of supplies Germany can expect, 
from them. There is then the grave prob! 
ability that Germany will march into th 
Balkans in an attempt to secure by force 
what she is at present unable to purchase. 
In doing so Germany. will have completely 
betrayed the Italians who will stand frlend- 
less. "At the most what the Italian Govern- 
ment are doing in connection with this 
diversion can only help to stave off the 
evil day in that respect, and while Tl Duce 
may have every confidence in the strength 
of the Italian nation, and perhaps unfortun- 
ately resort to arms in behalf of Germany, 
the diplomatic and strategie precaution: 
‘which the Allies have made should be su 
glent to cope with the situation thus create. 

fo country would more greatly regret war’ 
with Italy than would Great Britain. The 
worsening of Anglo-Italian relationships 
during the last few years has been regarded 
with a great amount of sorrow, Many would 
Uke to see them improve, but that obviously 
cannot take place unless Italy is prepared 
to make a better contribution to amity be- 
tween the two nations than she is at present 
offering. 
































RATEPAYERS’ MEETING 
Aprit 19. 

A strenuous and exciting three weeks came 
to an end on Wednesday, when the annual 
meeting of ratepayers came to an uneventful 
conclusion at the Race Course in a manner 
which justifies considerable hope for the 
future smooth working of the administration 
of the International Settlement. The ex- 
ected opposition to the increase in the 
rates did not materialize, and those fiery 
orators who a week or so before were urging 
‘the occidental voters to support the selected 
‘candidates and then turn up in force to 
throw out the Budget were shown that after 
all they had been beating the air to no 
effect. ‘That was in the main due to the 
sstatesmanship of the leaders of the Japanese 
community, who decided to support the 
budget on condition that an amendment was 
‘accepted providing for the establishment of 
an Economy Committee consisting of two 
Britons, two Japanese, two Americans, two 
Chinese, one German, one French, one Tialian 
‘and one Netherlander. It was a wise amend- 
ment which the Council was wholly justified 








‘accepting with the result that opposition to 
the budget collapsed, and the prospect of the 
incoming council being left without funds 
with whieh to carry on was dissipated, The 
recognition of the needs of the administra 
tion which the Japanese action indicated, 
‘and thejr very apparent desire to do_no- 
‘thing to disrupt the smooth working of the 
municipal servjees under the safeguard of 
Jan investigation by a committee, which is 
probably the most representative that has 








Jever been decided upon in Shanghai, sug- 
gests a willingness on the part of the Japan- 
ese to co-operate in the working of the In- 
ternational Settlement in a manner which 
does them infinite credit. It is greeted 
‘an augury of even more co-operation in the 
future, and clearly shows that the leaders 
of the’ Japanese community are fully alive to 
the needs of this great city, and do not 
‘allow mere caprice to motivate thelr-muni 
cipal policies. Their contribution towards 
making the meeting the success it was, 
should be borne in mind as one of those 
things which tend tqlimprove the local 
atmosphere. 

‘Mr. Cornell Franklin's exposition of the 
‘case for the passage of the budget and the 
increased rate was an able piece of work. 
‘The description of how the money received 
for the sale of the Electricity Department 
had been dealt with was particularly inter- 
esting as showing that the ratepayers have 
been living in a fool's paradise for some 
years past, and that, save for the manner 
in which the surplus from the purchase 
price had been used for the relief of the 
rates and the balancing of budgets, the in- 
‘crease which had been “demanded and now 
assed would have become necessary several 
years ago. This feature of his speech was a 
most important one, and it ean safely be 
said that if the ratepayers had been apprised 
of the situation as clearly a few years back 
as they were on Wednesday, much of the 
criticism which has been levelled against 
the Municipal Council would never have 
been heard of. The point is of very con~ 
siderable importance, for there was a grave 
danger that this eleventh-hour justifeation 
of the Council's position in the matter might 
{in other circumstances have proved entirely 
ineffective. Additional emphasis is given to 
the argument that much of the criticism of 
the Council would disappear ife statements 
jsuch as that in the Budget speech could be 
liberated to the public when occasion de- 

obviously, if such information 
can be divulged to the ratepayers in meeting 
assembled, there can be no reason why it 
should not be made available at times when 
it is likely to do most good. ‘The Orchestra 
is to survive for’ at least another year, The 
question was, as in previous years, left en= 
tirely in the hands of the ratepayers, and the 
impression gained at the meeting was that 
those, who favoured the abolition of the 
orchestra, failed to make much impression 
upon thelr hearers chiefly because of the 
manner in which their case was presented 
‘and the long time they were about it. Whe- 
ther the decision of the meeting in this mat- 
ter was a wise one or not, must remain en= 
tirely a matter of individual opinion, “but 
those who favoured the retention of the 
jorchestra are doubtless justified on the 
ground that the sum invoived is small in- 
deed compared with the total budget which 
the ratepayers were asked to pass. Apart 
from the question of dollars and cents, it 
would be a matter of considerable regret if 
one of the few remaining cultural institutions 
in Shanghai were thus to pass into the 
limbo of forgotten things, and the meeting 
may in the ultimate result prove to have 
been wiser than some people think. 

‘The incoming Council will be faced with 
8 particularly dificult year. Its predecessor 
has provided it with the means to carry on, 
but its actions during the next twelve 
months will be subjected to the rigid 
scrutiny not only of the Economy Committee 
to be appointed, but by a large number of 
the ratepayers ‘themselves. It will conse- 
quently do well to consider what shall be 
{is attitude towards public discussion of 
municipal affairs which may surely be ex- 
ected. Where erroneous statements are 
made concerning couneil affairs the Muni- 
cipal’ Council owes it to itself promptly to 
see that the truth is made known. By that 
means alone can it be hoped to dispel the 
very considerable prejudice which still 
exists, and bring about a better understand- 
ing by the ratepayers of the difficulties which 
their representatives are encountering, Some 
of the candidates prior to the elections made 
known their support for greater publicity in 
connection with Council matters than hi 
hitherto been the case. Candidates in other 
years have uttered the same sentiments, but 
in office have failed to secure the ideal they 
apparently had in mind, It remains to be 
seen whether those who have been elected 
fo the new Couneil can do better. Should 
they succeed in doing so they will have 
rendered the International Settlement a very 
real service indeed. It is fully realized that 
the peculiar political position of Shanghai 
makes it impossible that the ratepayers 
should be as fully taken into the confidence 
‘of the Council as is the case in most other 
cities of the size of Shanghal, but there Is 
still much which can, and should be divulged 
in the interest of the community as a whole, 
With the creation of a greater degre of 
sympathy between the Council and the rate- 
payers and a completer understanding of 
the various problems with which the Settl 
‘ment is and will be confronted will come a 
‘generally smoother working of the adminis 
trative machine. ‘The new Council is given 
a new start. ‘They have a fine opportunity 
to approach the many and diverse questions 
involved in the municipal undertaking in a 
spirit of complete reality, and should they 
30 proceed they stand a very good chance 
indeed of nat having to face again the crisis

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WARNINGS ALL ROUND 
April 20, 


‘The statement made by Mr. Hachiro Arita, 
Japanese Foreign Minister, on Monday, ex- 
pressing Japan's “deop concern” with any 
situation that may bring about a change in 
the present status of the Netherlands East 
Indies, has, as it was expected, evoked world~ 
‘wide fepercussions. In some quarters it has 
been held to herald the possibility of Japan 
seeking to assume control over the Nether- 
Jands' colonies in the event of the home 
country being overrun by a threatened Ger- 
man invasion. On the other hand, it is sug- 
gested that the Japanese statement was in- 
spired by a fear that one or other of the 
Allies would seek to dominate the Nether~ 
lands East Indies in somewhat the same 
manner as the Allies through Great Britain 
have extended their protection to the Faroe 
Islands and Jceland, following the German 
inroads into“Denmark. ‘The parallel which 
some claim to perceive between the case of 
Denmark and the Netherlands in the event 
‘of an onslaught upon the latter is not, how- 
ever, entirely a good one. Allied control of 
the Faroe Islands and Iceland is necessary 
for strategic reasons, to make sure that 
neither of those places shall be used as aero- 
plane or submarine bases by the Germans, 
No such consideration applies in the case of 
the Netherlands East Indies, and there is no 
reason whatever to suppose that the war in 
Europe can be extended to the Far East by 
any action upon which Germany might 
embark, and certainly nothing to sup- 
port the view that such a development 
might occur as the result of Allied action. 
‘The invasion, and possible occupation of Hol- 
land by the ‘Germans would no more mean 
the disappearance of the Netherlands’ Gov- 
ernment than did the German occupation of 
Belgium during the last war mean the aboli- 
tion of the Belgian Government, or its loss 
of control over its colonies. ‘It follows, 
therefore, that the last thing the Allies 
would desire to do in the event of Germany 
attacking Holland would be to render it such 
a disservice as to seek to deprive it of its 
rightful possessions. ‘The possibility of the 
Allies toking any step in the | Netherlands 
East Indies likely to prejudice the rights of 
a country which they are willing to support 
‘against possible German aggression can be 
completely disregarded, 

‘The interpretation put upon Mr. Arita’s 
statement by the special correspondent in 
‘Tokyo of this journal is probably the correct 
fone, namely that Japan does not at present 
Intend to make any move with regard to the 
Netherlands’ dependencies so long as other 
Powers refrain from doing so. If, therefore, 
Mr, Arita's declaration is taken merely as a 
“hands: off” warning that will probably be 
the correct view. to adopt, though it has to 
be pointed out ‘that such’a warning was 
wholly unnecessary, in view of the fact that 
the last thing the Allies would desire to’ do 
would be to Interfere with the rights of a 
nation which may be forced by German ag- 
furession to join their ranks, ‘The Japanese 
statement had the result of bringing United 
States leaders into the fleld with pronounce~ 
ments that any change in the status quo of 
the Netherlands East Indies would be “pre~ 
Judicial to the cause of stability, peace and 

That 
coming from Mr, Cordell Hull, Secretary of 
State, was later reinforced by just as forth- 
ight’ a declaration by President Roosevelt 
himself. ‘The warning was not addressed 
ly to Japan but to the world at large, and 
this insistence by the United States on the 
inviolability of the territories of the Nether 
ands East Indies foreshadows American 
action in the event of any Power or Powers 
seeking to take whatever advantage might 
acerue to them in the Pacific by reason of 
further German aggression in Europe, There 
cahnot be the slightest doubt as to the 
legalities of the situation. In Notes ox- 
changed between the United States and 
Japan as far back as 1908 each of the two 
governments declared their policy to be 
directed towards the maintenance of the 
status quo in the region of the Pacife. That 
‘was subsequently reaMfrmed in Notes which 
the United States, the British Empire, France 
‘and Japan,—as parties to the treaty signed 
at Washington on December 13, 1921 relating 
to their insular possessions and their insular 
dominion in the region of the Pacific Ocean, 
sent to the Netherlands Government on 
February 4, 1922, in whieh each Government 
declared :— 

It is firmly resolved to respect the rights 
of the Netherlands in relation to their insular 
possessions In the region of the Pacific Ocean. 
‘The obligation then entered into still exists, 

and the United States, Great Britain, France, 
and Japan are definiiely committed in this 
matter, and would be’ dishonouring their 
own signatures were any of them to take 
such action as that against which most of 
the leaders of the four Powers concerned 
hhave already uttered their warnings. ‘There 
is no reason whatever why anyone should 
seek to interfere with the Netherlands East 
Indies. Those colonies occupy, and play a 
completely neutral role in supplying all cus- 
tomers with various essential! commodities, 
which makes the economic interest of each 
one of them more than usually important, 
and which necessitates that the’ rights of ali 
shall, be scrupulously respected. With the 
Netherlands’ colonies allowed to carry on 
thelr business as they have done hitherto, 
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selling their important supplies to all custom- 
ers and thus observing an economic neutral- 
ity there cannot be the slightest justification 
for any of the Powers proceeding in any way 
{o alter their present status. It should not 
in fact be necessary in view of all that has 
happened, and the very defthite obligations 
which the four Powers have assumed, for 
any further arrangements to be made 
guarantecing the Netherlands East Indies, 
but, if there is still any doubt in the matter, 
It should not be impossible, seeing that they 
fare in fact all agreed upon the necessity of 
‘maintaining the status quo, for them, instead 
of warning each other, to issue a common 
declaration reaffirming their loyalty to exist 
ing commitments. Such a step Would be far 
more constructive than the making of 
minatory declarations which may tend fur- 
ther to disturb the friendly relations which 
all desire to see perpetuated in the Pacific. 
‘The four Powers involved owe it to them- 
selves to see that the European war is not 
extended to this part of the world, but it has 
been made quite plain that if there ig any 
interference with the Netherlands, no matter 
by whom, the danger of such an eventuality 
‘occurring’ will be indeed grave. On the face 
of it the position can be maintained by the 
ordinary display of that good faith which led 
to the signature of the original documents, 
and the realization that, if the Netherlands 
fare invaded, they will ‘not be deprived of 
their Government, except in the unlikely 
event of the Germans winning the war. 











THE PAST WEEK 
April 22. 
}-_ ‘The Janding of substantial bodies of Allied 
ttoops in Norway during the past week, now 
reported to be in the neighbourhood of three 
divisions, is the best possible proof of the 
manner in which the Allies continue to com- 
mand the North Sea, not only.on the waters, 
but in the air. Despite the lying, and often 
contradictory ‘claims of the German pro- 
paganda machine, which really does not seem 
to know its own mind as to how many Allied 
vessels have been bombed and damaged, the 
Allied forces have been transported to Nor- 
wegian coasts without a single casualty, 
while British claims to have inflicted damage 
upon German shipping in the Skager-Rak 





indicate that the German lines of com- 


munication by sea are just as vulnerable as 
they were proved to be when the Germans 
embarked upon their mad adventure into 
Norway. It was at no time to be expected 
that, immediately upon the landing of the 
Allied forces, spectacular — developments 
would occur, for, unlike the Germans who 
Ihave thrown men into Norway and lett them 
['very much to their own resources, the Allies 
fre taking time to establish their bases with~ 
out which they will be unable to make 
movements against the enemy with any real 
prospect of success. ‘That point was made 
quite clear by Mr. Winston Churchill when he 
told the survivors of the destroyer Hardy that 
they were in fact the vanguard of those 
armies which the Allies would use during the 
summer to “purge and cleanse the soil of 
the Vikings of Norway from the filthy 
pollution of Nazi tyranny.” It is to be noted 
that, whenever the mot juste is  re- 
quired to describe the Nazis and all their 
works the First Lord of the Admiralty is 
always ready with it. With the closest 
secrecy which is being maintained with re- 
gard to the Allied expeditionary forces in 
Norway; necessitated because the clement of 
surprise is still of considerable importance 
in this theatre of war, the actual situation 
is not easy to perceive. It will probably 
remain somewhat obscure until the Allied 
command has made all the dispositions it 
considers necessary prior to engaging the 
enemy, and in the absence of official com- 
muniqués it would be as well to accept the 
various reports with considerable reserve. 
All that really can be said at the moment is 
that the Allies are honouring their promise 
to Nopway and have done it with a minimum 
of interference from the enemy. 

‘One of the features of last week was the 
astonishing anti-Allied outburst in the Tta- 
lian Press. ‘The latest reports to hand in- 
dicate that towards the end of the week the 
virulence which marked them has consider- 
ably diminished. Whether that was due to 
the utterances of British and French states 
‘men, or whether it is because of the grow- 
ing ‘realization in Italy that early German 
claims of success in the north have had to 
be taken cum grano salis remains to be 
seen. But whatever the cause the sudden 
turn-over is highly significant. ‘There is no 
reason whatever to believe that sooner or 
later Italy will not enter the war. The whole 
of the Allied policy since the commencement 
of hostilities, and before, has been based 
upon that eventuality, as demonstrated by 
the fact that Mediterranean developments 
have not obliged them to make. any fresh 
disposition of their naval forees, or to detach 
vessels from the northern war areas to rein= 
force the squadrons in the south, Politically 
the British and French Governments have at 
all times sought to reach a beter under- 
standing with the Italian Government, and 
approaches have been made to it with that 
aim in view. Up to the present Rome has 
made no-response. ‘The report appearing in 
the Bulgarian journal “Zora” to the effect 








that on Saturday the violent campaigning 
‘against Britain ceased, the Italian papers. 


emphasizing the peaceful intentions of Italy 
Instead, declares it to be because Great Bri 
tain has indicated that she would be pre~ 
pared to make certain concessions in Italy. 
Te itis possible to make concessions to Ttaly 
which’ would serve to keep her out of the 
‘war they will in all. probability be made, 
Dut there is a limit to what can be done in 
this regard, and that limit might be reached 
much quicker than some people appear to 
imagine. That these alarums and excursions 
fon the part of the Italian press may have a 
fertain annoyance valie has to be admitted, 
but that they inject any new factors in a 
situation. which lias for months now been 
fully realized, is very greatly to be doubted, . 


With the loss of only two British mer- 
chant vessels during the week, as compared 
with none the week before one of two thin 
is apparent. Either the Germans are con- 
‘centrating upon the protection of-their lines 
of communication through the Skager-Rak to 
the exclusion of everything else,—a perfectly 
feasible contention,—or the Allitd claims to 
Ihave the U-boat menace thoroughly under 
control are being amply justified, It really 
does not matter which is the real reason, 
the fact is that the sea borne supplies of the 
Alllies are proceeding practically normally 
under the convoy systems, and that in this 
respect the Allies are ina better position 
‘than they have been at any time since the 
‘outbreak of hostilities, ‘Much has been made 
bby the enemy that because of the occupation 
of Denmark, and the descent upon Norway, 
the Allies will be deprived of large quanti- 
ties of the foodstuffs which formerly came 
from Scandinavia. ‘That has to be admitted, 
but it need cause no concern whatever. One 
of the grievances of the American farmer 
was that because of war the supply of large 
‘quantities of their produce which normally 
would go to Britain and France had been 
discontinued, The Allies will undoubtedly 
turn to the American and Canadian pro- 
‘ducers for the replacement of those supplies 
cut off from Scandinavia, and the fact that 
the American farmer will thereby profit may 
serve to allay some of that criticism which 
‘arose in the middle west because of the situa~ 
tion which had been created unfavourable 
to those interests. To claim that the occupa- 
tion of Denmark is any very great blow, to 
the Allies from that point of view is merely 
‘another example of that wishful thinking on 
the part of the Reich to which it is rapidly 
becoming an addict. It may on the other 
hand be that the seizure of all Danish dairy 
produce may for a time assist Germany, but, 
‘as the import of foodstufls for the cattle is 
Impossible, the position will eventually be 
that Denmark will be completely eaten out 
by the Germans, and that source of supply 
destroyed. It will be seen asa result of 
this rapid survey of the situation that the 
claim that the Allies emerged from last week 
in a sounder position than they entered it 
completely justified. ‘The world is witnes~ 
sing a steady improvement in the Allied 
position as each month passes. and the con- 
fidence with which the Allies entered into 
this struggle, is being increasingly streng- 
thened. 


























PROGRESS IN NORWAY 
April 23. 


‘The official Norwegian claim that the Bri~ 
tish and Noowegian forces have recaptured 
Hamar, and the unconfirmed report that 
Elverum is being freed of the German troops 
is more than a little gratifying, as indicating 
the speed with which the Allies are moving 
fonce their landings have been effected. 
Coming as it does oh top of Herr Hitler's 
birthday when it was reported that the Ger- 
mans hoped to announce some striking 
success,—indeed that probably accounts for 
the alleged damage to two British war ves- 
sels and a couple of transports, as something 
in the nature of a consolation prize in lieu 
of anything belter—it has forced the Ger~ 
man command at long last to admit the var= 
fous Allied Inndings after days of denial. The 
methods followed by the Reich in making 
this admission were obviously designed to 
soften the blow to the German masses, who 
now, having believed in the possibility’ of a 
further lightning stroke in Scandinavia, 
have been brought to the realization that 
nothing of the sort has happened, and that 
Herr Hitler has condemned what may prove 
fo be an important part of the German 
armies to a long. dour Aight with, at present, 
the advantage in favour of the Allies. Tt was 
Inevitable that the German forces should have 
made some headway after the manner in 
which they completely surprised the Nor~ 
wegians with their Trojan horse tactics, but 
the celerity with which the Allies have 
moved. and the speed with which they have 
thrown their forees into action have already 
hhad the effect of holding up further German 
progress, and permitting the Norwegians to 
‘complete their mobilization in all those other 
arts of the country beyond the small areas 
‘at present held by the Germans. ‘The Ger= 
man adventure at Narvik may be said to 
have been a complete fiasco. “Whether the 
British have actually occupied the town or 
Rot, and there still seems to be some doubt 
about it, that port is no longer of any use 
to the Germans in connection with the 








transportation of Swedish ore to Germany, 
and until the ice melts in the Gulf of 
Bothnia, liberating the port of Lulea—and 
‘that wilt be in about a month's time,—Ger- 


‘man supplies of Swedish ore are defintely 
held up. 

‘The speed of the British advance to the 
assistance of the Norwegians in the nelgh- 
bourhowd of Hamar, and Elverum is to be 
accounted for by the fact that Andalsne, 
where they Janded, is connected by railway 
with Oslo, passing through the town of Lille~ 
‘hammer and thence to the junction at Hamar, 
‘an advance by rail and road was. possible, 
particularly in view of the fact that only 
small bodies of Germans were to be found 
anywhere near the railway, though they did 
endeavour to destroy it by landing detach- 
ments by parachute, which apparently failed. 
‘The position now is that the Allied forces, 
for Norway has to be included amongst the 
‘Allies, have now met, the spearhead of the 
German advance northward from Oslo, and 
hhave not only checked it, which the ‘Nor- 
wegians appear to have done unaided, but 
hhave actually succeeded in driving it back 
from the most advanced point at Hamar. 
‘With an open road for supplies, and a steady 
inpouring of them, the Allies appear to be 
in a much better position than the German 
troops operating out of Oslo, ‘Their lines of 
communication by sea are likely to be cut 
at any moment as they have been in the 
past, and their supply system is not only 
precarious but not at present producing re 
sults necessary for the undertaking of opera 
tions on a greater scale than has up to the 
present been possible. “It is to be expected 
that, in the not too distant future, operations 
will’ be commenced against the German 
forces in Trondheim, ‘They are now isolated, 
Whatever supplies reach them have elther 
to run the Allied blockade, or be despatched 
by airy and it is quite obvious that no very 

amounts can be transported in that 
manner, and certainly not enough to main= 
fain any considerable force at ‘Trondheim. 









way are obviously designed for the purpose 
of rendering them useless until the Allied 
land forces can recapture them from the 
invaders. ‘The fact that they are being 
carried out so frequently, and with such 
‘apparent success raises the question as to 
how effective the much-vaunted German 
air arm is after all, With such a short 
distance from the bases which they 
have established in Denmark it should have 
been possible for the Germans to have given 
more adequate protection to thelr new con: 
‘quests, and the fact that this is not the ca 
must create some scepticism as to past Ge 
man claims in this respect, 

It would be foolish in the extreme to be- 
lieve that these Initial ‘successes will prove 
decisive in the campaign which the Reich 
‘hos brought upon itself in Scandinavia, but 
the more the Allies progress against the in- 
vaders the better ‘will bo the prospects for 
Sweden being able to’ evade embroilment, 
‘That country is taking every precaution 
against any such surprise as was given’ Nor- 
‘way, and, being practically. now in a state 
of mobilization, should be able to give the 
German command much food for thovght 
before seeking to extend the scope of their 
operations. With the substantial. and well 
equipped Swedish army prepared to resist 
any encroachment upon the neutrality of 
thelr country, the Germans will probably 
need as much as a million men in the Scan 
dinavian peninsula it they are to have much 
hope of ultimate victory. Until that is 
gained there can be no question whatever 
of securing the much coveted ore supplies, 
and even ‘with the use of such a strong 
force there is no very veal promise that even 
then they will succeed. It is diffcult to 
escape the final conclusion that, far from 
being the stroke of genius which some people 
believed this invasion of Norway would 
turn out to be, it shows every indication of 
proving to be the biggest mistake that the 
German command has made up to the pre 
sent. Herr Hitler: has brought upon him- 
self the task of fighting on two fronts, despite 
his oft repeated intention of not committing 
the same mistake as Imperial Germany did. 
In this, save for growing desperation, may 
be found some hope for the other neutrals, 
perhaps not so much for Holland and Bel- 
glum as for the Balkans. for the dispositions 
of the Allies have made it quite plain that 
an incursion into south eastern Europe would 
‘again bring them into action in support of 
those neutrals who wished to resist.

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Voice from the Past 


It has been said that a Germany safe for the 
rest of Europe will never be secured until 
there is a complete change in the mental out- 
look gf the average German. Some people: 
‘appear to think that Jt might’ be possible to, 
effect such a change within the space of 2 
sneration, but history tends to show that a 
fry much longer time would be required. ‘That 
view is supported by many a quotation, which 
can be drawn from German writers going back 
as far as even the sixteenth century. Thus 
Frederick von Spee, 1591-1035, a Rhineland 
Jesuit, a _man of noble family ‘enjoying some 
fame as a poet, is also know for his biting com- 
ments on the Germany of his time. Thus in his 
“Cautlo Criminalis” amongst other of his obiter 
dicta is to be found the following:— 
© my Germany, how T grieve for thee! Woe 
‘nat ‘our fatherland should loys with the Aames 
fe arigr's stokes ‘and not with the light ot 
‘The mlchlet has gone deep in Germany, 
‘the roasting and. laying. waste’ has” sprea: 
mich inour dear fatherland that Wwe 
amaged German honour among our’ forch 
‘enemies not a iitile and made our name stink. 
‘Q'Germany what art thou doing? Ts it not 
amentable that mo ene ‘dare ‘speak of what is 
being done by those who rule? 
‘The occasion for that remonstrance was dif- 
ferent from what is occurring nowadays, but the 
applicability of the quotation is even now quite 
‘apparent. The reckless disregard of international 
Taw, the criminal attacks on defenceless neu- 
trals, the horrors which are being perpetrated 
in Poland, the bombing of open towns and the 
wilful slaughter of civilian men, women, and 
children, justify recalling Frederick von Spee’s 
words. ‘The German name stinks not only in 
the nostrils of thelr foreign enemies. but also 
Jn those of the neutrals of the world, It is truly 
Jamentable that no one dares speak of what is 
being done by the Nazi rulers of Germany, but 
the time will come when the people of that 
country will receive a rude disillusionment, 
and they, in thelr turn, will realize the horrible 
behaviour of which thelr present rulers are 
ullly, Frederick von Spee knew the Germany 
‘of his time, and wrote for the Germany of} 
‘another epoch with equal truth.

[On the other hand it would be foolish to follow 
the adopted at the conclusion of the 
last war. ‘The Allies then failed to learn their 
lessons and are being obliged to relearn them 
Jafter all these years. To make the same mistakes 
fas those which were made twenty-iwo years 

jo would be the height of foolishness and it 
js to be hoped that when peace comes to be 
negotiated the realistic outlook of the French 
will hold the day against that sickly sentiment 
which secks to moderate the blow of defeat to. 
ja fallen enemy. 











A Plaintive Wail 


One of the claims which the Reich has s0 
jenergetically put forward since the outbreak 
fof’ the war is that she has been made the 
victim of aggression because of the fact that, 
following her invasion of Poland, Great Britain. 
land France declared war upon her. In a most 
important speech this week, President Roosevelt 
roundly condemned the aggressor nations, and 
the German “Diplomatische | Korrespondenz” 
immediately applied the cap where it obviously 
tied. In endeavouring to reply to the Presid- 
ent’s strictures, that journal appealed to him 
to withhold eriticism of a “Germany defending 
Iner vital living space," and suggests that 
JAmerica having “succeeded with one excep- 
tion in keeping imperialists out of the Western 
hemisphere” should sympathize with Germany 
fin her similar struggles. Thus instead of seek- 
ing {o pin the blame upon the Allies as aggress- 
lors the "Diplomatische Korrespondenz” accepts 
the reproof, and then proceeds blandly to talk 
Jabout Germany's vital living space. That it is 
to be inferred from recent events includes 
Denmark, Norway, and possibly Sweden toge- 
ther with the other countries she has succeded 
in raping, and any other land upon which Herr 
Hitler may set his covetous eyes. It is not likely 
that the plaintive note of the German journal 
jwill have any effect upon President Roosevelt, 
Jor indeed upon any neutral observer of all that 
fs going on’ in Europe. The facts stand out so 
patently, the responsibility of Germany for 


























what is happening has so definitely been fixed 
fapon her that there can be no possible 
Jeseape from the obloquy which has thus becom 


her lot. ‘The “Diplomatische Korrespondenz” 1s 
guilty of Just that same type of nauseating

Council is “eing retired from the 
‘unica. service st the end of this month 
fustides further reference to. the question of 
Council publicity, for it has to be etd at once 
that i this change Involves a further reduction 
in the amount of information made available 
egarding the doings of the Council, it is a step 
‘which, da the not too distant future, ‘may be 
heavily regretied. ‘The long sirugsle for greater 
Publicity concerning Goumell doings resulted in 
1801 in the formation of « Press Information 
[Bureau under ar. George” Burton ‘Sayer. In 
the five years he held office he had.an ‘uphill 
fight to do. what he concslved to Ue his duly 
Doth to the Cotnell ‘and. the. ratepayers, and 
that/he did so wel, despite the very apparent 
opposition of some’ of the other departments 
of the municipal service, redounds greatly. to 
fis credit. ‘he Bureau however, was, no 
Popular in the service, and, when the eccnomy 
Exe was being entiuslasically. wielded, those 
who “disapproved of the new insitution 
fuceeeded in wiping it out, leaving “whatever 
ppubliety the Counell chose’ 10 liberate. inthe 
hands of Mi Fraser who is to. be complimented 
fon the work he has done.

The Weather 


Father Gherzi, of Siccawel Observatory, was

this eternal mystery. After a couple of 
decades searching the skies, reading the 
portents, battling with the perversities and 
funeontrollable courses of typhoons—as well as 
Janswering courteously the tedious questions 
asked by the newspapers—Father Gherzi knows 
fhis subject thoroughly. Tt is a tribute to the 
wonderful democracy of Shanghai, which: per- 
‘mits absolutely unbridled freedom of speech and 
print that he wos permitted to make this 
speech. If he had been in England, some deep. 
[dark dungeon or the Tower of London would 
hhave been reserved for him for the weather 
in England is now a zealously guarded state 
secret. It was only recently that the newspapers 
‘were permitted to publish any details of the 
Jgreat freeze although people struggled through 
feet of snow outside their houses and could not. 











fighting head of a fighting nation cannot be dis- 
puted. History, however, has rushed past him, 
fand for many ‘years he has been living in a sori 
fof anticclimax: which has served to remove 
‘much of the esteem in which he was held at the 
fend of the last war. It is indeed doubtful whe- 
‘ther he would now command the confidence of 
the British as he did then, or that he is any 
better fitted for the task of leading the country: 
to vietory than are other men already in office. 
‘The caution of Mr. Neville Chamberlain, and 
the downrightness of Mr. Winston Churchill are 
better suited to the temperament of the British 
than ts the volatility of Mr. Lloyd George, while 
his recent utterances leave the uncomfortable 
impression that he would end this war jn an 
jendeavour to bring about what he ‘considers a 
[just peace. ‘That ‘would be a negotiated one 
‘which would undoubtedly permit Germany. to 
make preparations for another attempt to secure 
domination in Europe, with all the possibilities 
fof another generation having to face another 
fwar. That the Allied Governments are deter- 
mined to stop once and for all, and there is in 
‘their ranks no room for men who cannot accept 
‘the view that all further fear of German 
aggression must be removed from the realm of 
practical polities, and that Europe shall be given 
{the longest period possible in which to recover 
{from the grievous hurt which has already been 
{inflicted upon it. ‘The conelusion has sadly to 
Ibe reached that Mr. Lloyd George is not the 
man either to lead the Empire in war, or to be 
entrusted with the task of obtaining peace for 
it. ‘The issues between the Allies and the Nazis 
fs so cleanly cut, the determinaton of the people 
to put an end to all possibility of further 
Jaggression so firm, that it would be a hideous 
mistake to offer office to a man who might not 




















[devote all his energies to the fulfilment of that

Mission to Seamen: 

‘The plight of the Mission to Seamen ought 
fo commend itself to sympathisers in Shanghai, 
tis indeed regrettable that the fifth largest 
port in the world should find itself without any 
special amenities for the men who have helped 
to build it to international eminence. In his 
speech at the annual meeting on Thursday, the 
Rev. F. W, Weaver made reference to this dis 
tressing fact when he declared that the Mission 
to Seamen had practically gone out of business 
feecause the sum of $1,000 a month could not 
be raised to cover the increased rent of the 
lclub premises in Canton Road. Whether the 
premises are worth such a rental is a matter of 
opinion but against this is the alternative of 
lseeing men of the mercantile marine, carriers 
Jof the world trade and the backbone of Britain's 
Jeconomic existence, walking tho streets of 
[Shanghai seeking proferred pleasures far re- 
Imoved from the wholesome atmosphere of the 
‘Mission, Mr. Weaver's appeal will undoubtedly 
receive’ a sympathetic response but it should 
be pointed out that Inequalities stich as this 
cannot always be avoided in the stress and 
strain of the situation now confronting the 
world and ‘works variously on the sentiments 
lof charitable Shanghai, The appearance of a 
larger need such as assistance for the British 
effort in Europe sometimes accidentally obscures 
others and diverts normal efforts into different 
Ichannels. This is probably the explanation of 
the Mission's plight for it Is significant and 
Jcomplimentary of Shanghai's capacity for giving, 
that despite the extraordinarily: heavy. new. 
calls few if any of the local institutions have 
suffered seriously since the war started, 














Shanghai Prices 


The first of the comparative price lists of 
food and domestic commodities has been pub- 
fished by this journal. 3t represents part of the 
Jeffort of the Jocal municipal authorities to re~ 
lduce prices by IMlustrating the cheapest and 
best markets although it should not be inferrod. 
[that quality suffers. An examination of the list 
shows. that, generally, prices are cheaper in 
[Hongkew than in the Western district of Shai 
hai or the French Concession. This is not trie 
fin all cases but the Hongkew prices follow the 
traditional trend and show that the thrifty 
housewife can do most of her shopping better 
{in Hongkew within limits imposed by residen- 
tial propinguity. That is one of the greatest ob: 

Istacles to thrifty shopping in Shanghai, Wher 

the diMculties and expense of transport have 
to be taken info consideration Hongkew prices 
may by higher than local neighbourhood shop- 
ping to say nothing of the question of con- 
venience. If the full benefit of an effort to 
standardize prices is to be enjoyed the depend- 
lency on transportation must be taken Into ne~ 
lcount and this, irrespective of other reasons, 
fought to strengthen the case for the resumption 
lof normal public communications with Hong- 
kew and the other areas north of the eveek, This 
is probably only a matter of time as great pro- 
Jgress has beon’ made in normalizing conditions 
lover the creek but it represents. a barrier.

tsingtu.

‘ientsin, Apr. 19, 

‘A unique experiment to discourage 
oplum-smoking among the Chinese 
Population through a purely sartorial 
measure, banking on whatever self- 
respect nd “face” is still left among 
the habitués of the™~hative city’s 
smoking-dens, 1s being attempted by 
Wen Shih-chen, Mayor of Greater 
‘Tientsin, 

From now on all customers of the 
dens upon entering the establishments 
will be made to don a special jacket 
bearing the characters “Fei Bin,” 
meaning “Good for nothing” ‘Every 
den proprietor has been ordered to 
keep at least assnany of these Jackets 
‘as there are opium lamps in his 
‘establishment, 

‘The oplum tax will, however, con- 
tinue to be collected by the Chinese 
munielpal authorities per lamp and 
Rot per “Good for Nothing” jacket. 
‘No reduction is contemplated in the 
number of Jamps per den, nor in the 
number of dens, which has been In- 
ereasing of lato, but it is understood 
that new lcences for smoking dens 
‘will bo Issued for certain quarters 
of the ity only.—Havas.

“Similarly, other countries .1 Bast 
Asia maintain close economic rela- 
‘ions with that region, ‘That is to 
say that Japan, these countries, and 
the South Sea’'region are contribut- 
ing to the prosperity of East Asia 
‘through mutual ald and interdepen- 
dence," the Foreign Minister con 
tinued, 

“Should the hostilities in Europe 
be extended to the Netherlands and 
produce a repercussion, as you say, 
in the Netherlands East Indies, it

Japanese Comment 
On S.M.C. Budget 


Shanghai, APY, 18. 
Commenting on the amendment to 
the draft budget proposed by Mr. ¥. 
Hayashi, Chairman of the Japanese 
Residents’ Association, which was 
adopted at the Ratepayers Meeting 
yesterday, the Japanese | Embassy 
Spokesman yesterday said that if the 
amendment had been rejected it was 
felt that the general consequences 
would be most unpleasant. The 
amendment provides for the enlarg- 
ment of the present S.M.C. Economy 
Committee composed of one Japanese, 
‘one Britian, one Dutch and one Chi- 
hese member to include two Japanese, 
two British, two American, two Chi- 
nese, one German, one Italian, one 
Dutch and one French national. 

‘The committee was to carry out a 
stendy and thorough examination of 
the composition and finances of the 
Council, with a view to effecting a 
reform that would place the nancial 
affairs of the SMC. on a sound basis, 
Tt was the Intention of the Japanese 
ratepayers to achieve the reform of 
administrative machinery. If the 60 
per cont, Increase in raies called for 
by the dratt budget were adopted, It 
might tide the Council over present 
dificutties for the time being, but at 
the’ end of the coming fiscal year 
these dimeulties would arise again, 

‘Oppose Increase 

‘The draft budget was submitted with 
these implications and it was not 
suffciently coincident with the Japan- 
‘ese point of view. The Japanese rate- 
ayers necessarily opposed the 50 per 
ent. increase, but that Is not to say 
that the Japanese wero unaware that 
i€ the budget were defeated it would 
give rise to numerous difficulties in 
the administration of the Settlement. 
‘One way out was to adopt the budget, 
but even go, the increase in rates was 
very Ilkely’ to ocsur 'ayear hence. 
‘The Japanese, in order fo minimize 
aiMculties, proposed that the budget 
‘be adopted on condition that the 
Economy Commit'es be enlarged. 

‘The atmosphere in British ‘and 
American circles on ‘Tuesday after- 
noon ‘and yesterday morning, con- 
tinued the spokesman, appeared very 
unfavourable to this amendment, and 
it was feared for a time that the 
motion might be defeated. This was 
1 point concerning which the Japanese 
felt considerable apprehension, since 
the amendment proposed was very 
moderate and reasonable, not only 
from a Japanese point of view but 
from the point of view ‘of other 
nationals as. well. 

Immediately after the Japanese 
amendment was proposed, the spolces- 
man said, a representative of the 
Council said that the S.M.C. was not 
Opposed to the amendment. ‘To the 
Japanese this decision represented 
very sound judgment, 


S.M.C. to Retire 
Press Officer 


Shanghal, Apr. 17.

‘was passed by a large majority, most 
‘of the foreign ratepayers supporting 
the Japanese in their efforts to ine 
termatlonalize the Economy Commit- 
(ee. ‘This was the only Japanese 
amendment, 

‘As in former years Sir Allan Mos- 
sop, Chief Judge of H.M. Supreme 
Court, presided over the meeting, 
Counch” members present being 
‘Messrs. C. 8, Franklin, Chairman; W. 
J. Keswick, . S, Powell, G. A. Haley, 
R. G. MacDonaid, J. W. Carney, O. 
Okamoto and Y, Hanawa, A. special 
platform with matting sides and root 
placed directly in the centre and in 
front of the stand, housed the Chair~ 
man and Counell during the meeting.

dollars a year, nor do they expend 
more than a very small portion of the 
‘three million dollars that we expend 
jon education. 

"We are very frequently criticized, 
too, for over-generosity to municipal 
servants, Under the Land Regulations 
there is imposed upon the Coune!l the 
duty of appointing officers and serv- 
ants, and fixing their salaries and 
contracts of employment. In our opl- 
nion our municipal servants are by 
ho means extravagantly rewarded for 
‘thelr duties. Indeed, a further in- 
crease in temporary high cost of living 
allowances must be contemplated,

No Gambling 


Mz, Franklin, in his reply, stated 
that! the pensions scheme was an 
Integral part of the terms and con- 
ditions of service provided for in a 
‘written ‘contract of employment and 
further provided for by a written 
lcommunieation from the Secretary to 
the employee. ‘The present pension 
scheme, said| Mr. Franklin, -was 
introduced in 1925. ithad been modif- 
ed subsequently, ‘but the principles 
remained as laid down. Under the 
Lond Regulations, he concluded, no 
contract was made for a period of 
more than three years 


The subject of the introduction. of 
slot machines into the Settlement 
Jeaused much laughter and good 
natured banter in. the crowd. 
{Introduced by Mr. G, Rubinoviteh, 
[who pointed out the monetary ad. 
vantages of such a move, the proposal 
met with little support from. Mr, 
Franklin, who told the erowd that it 
had not ‘been the Council's policy to 
introduce forms of public gambling. 
This met with a mixed. reception, 
hhandclapping and boos pouring, forth 
as he finished speaking. * 


‘The Budget 


Dealing with the Budget Mr. 
Franklin stated. “The total Budget ex- 
penditure inclusive of the carry 
forward from 1939 is estimated at $47, 
476.970. As the total income at cur- 
rent rates of taxation would amount 
only to $95,142,150 it was apparent 
that a gap of some $12,994,820 had to 
be bridged. 

This matter received the most 
earnest and exhaustive consideration 
of the Council, and the conelusion was 
reluctantly reached that the levy, 
from July 1 next, of a 50 per cent, 
surcharge on current rates of taxation 
and the raising of the surcharge on 
Ucence and other fees from 10 per 
cent. to 50 per cent. constituted the 
minimum measures that would sufice 
to relieve the pressing financial needs 
of the municipality. Even if this in- 
crease is authorized there will remain 














2 large deficit on 1940 account to be 
disposed of in due course. 









“Before requesting your sanction of

taxation would be unnecessary—in 
foct, that there would be a surplus 
Instead of a deflt. 


Bleetrlelty Department 


After dealing with the varlous ways 
In which the money was utilized, Mr. 
Franklin stated, "By reason of the sale 
Jof the Electricity Department the 
‘Council of 10 years ago was enabled 
fo embark on a much needed re- 
organization and expansion of the s¢- 
‘curity services. Tt also adopted a 
polley which Involved much higher 
expenditure in regard to Educatio 
‘The ratepayers derived very con. 
siderable benefit from the action 
taken by the Council ; not only, how. 
ever, were they in the fortunate post 
tlon’ of having these additional ser- 
vices at no.extra cost but taxation 
‘was actually reduced, ‘The rates were 
furthermore maintained at, the lower 
evel of 14 per cent. from 1932 to the 
end of 1997 by reason only of annual 
transfers from reserve funds, There 
is no disputing the very substantial 
‘berolits that the Shanghal ratepayers 
have derived from the sale of the 
Electricity Department during the last 
‘ten years, 

‘On'a number of occasions you have 
been told that the reserves which have 
[been of such great benefit during the 
ast eight years were not inexhaustible 
and that ‘the time would inevitably 
come when expenditure would have 
to be met from taxation. ‘The initial 
step in this direction was taken last 
year when rates were raised to 18 
per cont. with effect from October 1. 
Tt was hoped, with exchange at iid. 
‘and normal increases in revenue, to 
produce a balanced budget in 1040. 
‘The beneficial effect of this measure 
was unfortunately nullified ‘by the 
sharp decline experienced last July in 
the external value of the local dollar 
and the subsequent lowering of its 
purchasing power, 


$16,000,000 Wanted 


“Upon the serious decline of ex: 
change last July, immediate action 
was imperative, and a special sub- 
committee was appointed to investi- 
gate the Couneil’s financial position, 
‘The recommendations ot this sub- 
committee were adopted by the 
Counell and arrangements made for 
the raising of 10 million dollars of 
Jnew capital, on what must be con 
sidered reasonable terms, to tide over 
the Council's adverse cash position. 


“There is another point to which I 
wish to give due prominence—the rise 
in the ratio of cost of what might be 
termed ‘running Charges’ to total ex- 
penditure as compared with the ratio 
fof cost of personnel, ‘The prevailing 
rise In the former ratlo is not specta- 
Joular, as it has been retarded by the 
extensive economies that have been 
effected and by the fact that, large 
Jquantities of consumable stores for we 
during 1040 were purchased at favour 
fable prices. ‘The tendency in the near 
future will be for the ratlo of this 
expenditure to rise further as person- 
nel retrenchment becomes. effective 
and the full force of economle pres: 
‘sure asserts itself on the prices of 
‘commodities required for the normal 
‘usage of the municipality.” 

‘The Chairman then dealt with the 
various items and sums needed in the 
Budget and ended by saying. ‘To 
complete the financing of the Extra~ 
ordinary Budget for 1940 we ask your 
authority to raise a sum not exceed 
Ing $16,000,000 by the issue of deben- 
tures or such other means as ‘may 
appear desirable. I would mention 
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that of this sum on-amount of $12,- 
(006,000 has tentatively been placed 
subject to your approval of the 
Budget”

Voting Reform 


Shanghai, Apr. 18. 

Questioned as to the proposed re- 
form of the voting franchise in the| 
International Settlement, which the| 
‘Japanese had in view, the Japanese 
Embassy spokesman yesterday sald 
that today, practically everywhere, 
individuals’ reaching a certain age 
‘were entitled to vote and he believed 
that the same principle should apply’ 
to Shanghai, Asked if it should also] 
apply to the Chinese, he answered 
that, as an ideal, it should also be 
appilcable to the ‘Chinese. 

‘Asan actual matter, however, the 
spokesman continued, one would have 
to take into consideration that the 
social system in China today is far 
behind that of other countries. There 
‘were no requirements for the re- 
istration of voters and the'slliteracy 
of the people was another ‘very im- 
portant factor. Efforts to effect re- 
form on these points would be neces- 
‘sary before the voting franchise could 
bbe ranted to all Chinese. 

‘A correspondent pointed out that 
the Chinese voters would many times: 
outvote anyone else in Shanghai and 
the Coune would have a Chinese 
administration. He asked “if it was;

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Father Gherzi on 
Weather in China 


Shanghai, Apr. 19, 

Father E, Gherzi, director of the 
Meteormlogical and Seismological Sec- 
tion of the Siccawel Observatory, 
who is known the world over for his 
work in the Far East during the past 
20 years, pmoved to be an excellent 
Jand humorous speaker when address~ 
ing yesterday's tifin meeting of the 
Rotary Club at the Metropole Hotel, 
fon the subject “Meteorology in 
China.” 

Introduced by Mr, W. 8, Wolfe. 
president of the Shanghai Rotary 
Club, Father Gherzi said that so com- 
prehensive a subject as he had chosen, 
could hardly be discussed in detail in 
the 25 minutes which were at his dis- 
posal. Even on the single subject of 
typhoons, he added, he could talk for 
much longer than the time allotted to 
him, 

Without wasting any further time, 
Father Gherzi immediately proceeded 
to tackle his subject in such a man- 
ner that it became intelligible even 
to the laymen in his audience. ‘There 
are four types of alr masses which 
account for weather in the Par East, 
the speaker said, Firstly, the Siberian 
air mass which proceeded in a south- 
south-easterly or south-easterly oF 
easterly direction and which is dry 
and cold; the tropical air mass which 
comes from Indo-China, Burma and 
India and which proceeded in a 

to. north-easterly 
‘ivection, being damp and warm; the 
trade wind which centred over the 
Pacific’ Ocean. extending westward 
and which was not so cold as the 
Siberian mass but cooler than the 
tropie air mass although not so dam 
and the Australian air mass. ‘The 
difference between the Australian alr 
mass and the tropic air mass, the 
speaker sald, was that the former had 
a higher pressure. 

With the ald of a chart, Father 
Gherzi then proceeded to show how 
the various characteristics of these 
fair masses were responsible for rain, 
mist, typhoons and. other climatic 
pheriomena and how carefully they 
had to be studied, 

in the ensuing remarks he made on 
aviation and the meterological aspects 
of the question in the Far East, 
Father Gherzi left no doubt in the 
minds of his listeners in that he was 
well-versed in this most modern 
means of locomotion, "Throughout, 
the speaker interspersed his instruc- 
tive remarks with humorous examples 
‘and he was loudly applauded when 
he had finished. “On behalf of the 
Club, Mr. A. R. Hager then thanked 
Father Gheral for his interesting talk, 
He described how many years ag) 
he had had occasion to admire the 
exellent work done by Jesuits in the

Cross of Christ and the Cross of St. George. 


‘This was the scene 


in Holy Trinity Cathedral yesterday morning—a scene that might 
have happened anywhere in England; a truly English picture; a 
picture that lingered long in the’ memory. It was as if a little 
corner of England had been transplanted in cosmopolitan Shangh: 

as sons and daughters of the Motherland gathered together to 
give thanks for their heritage once more at a. St, George's Day 


service. / 


Like last year's service a brilliant 
spectacle was povided at the Cath 
edral as two companies of the East 
‘Surrey Regiment, with band and 
guard, anda detachment of British 
Dluejdckets marched past the green 
lawns into the quiet atmosphere of 
the chureh, followed by the civilian 
congregation. In the bright sun- 
Aight the brilliant dresses of “the 
ladies made a. striking contrast in 
shades with the darker | morning 
clothes of the men and the blue and 
gold of naval uniforms. ‘The scene 
Inside the church, was impressive. 
In front the soldiers, their bayonet 
tops glittering in the rays of sun- 
Night, "sat before the richly-painted 
massive windows over the altar. 
‘Opposite them sat the Vice-President 
‘and Committee of the Royal Society 
of St, George with the Presidents of 
other British national societies. To 
their right the blue and white of the 
bluejackets’ uniforms stood " aloot 
against the dark background of the 
stone walls. Behind them the con 
regation sat, every seat necupied by 
English men, women and children, 





‘Those Present 


Attending the service were Mr. 
‘A. H, George, H.M. Consul-General: 
Lieut?-Col. G.’E, Swinton, command- 
ing the 2nd Batin. The Bast Surrey 
Regiment, whose heroic action at 
‘Ypres twenty five years ago was 
commemorated; LicutCommdr, R. 
Kernedy, Senior Naval OMcer: Mr.

Commissioner: Lieut.-Commdr, R.

‘The order of service took the form 
of St. George's services in previous 
years with the welcoming to the 
Church of the Vice-President of St. 
George's Society (Mr. H.  Reynell) 
‘and the Committee by Dean ‘Trivett, 
who is President of the Saeiety. Con- 
ducted trom their places, the Vice 
President and the Committee mem- 
bers took up positions at the steps 
of the Cholr during the ceremony 
‘and at the close they were escorted 
back to their seats. 

‘The first Lesson was read by Dr. 
E.G, Gauntlett and the second by 
the ‘Vloe-President of the Society, 
the sermon being preached by the 
Rev. P, C, Matthews, Headmaster of 
the Cathedral School for Boys. The 
hymns sung were “The Son of God 
Goes Forth to War," "I Vow to Thee 
My Country,” “Eternal Father Strong 
to Save,” ih commemoration of the 
gallant 'Zecbrugge epivide in the 
Great War to mark which the Naval 
detachment attended the service, and 
“Jesus, Lord of Our Salvation.” ‘The 
service concluded with the national 
anthem, 














Brillant Spectacte 


‘Then followed a brilliant military 
spectacle outside the Cathedral 
Where HM, Consul-General received 
the salute of His Majesty's troops in 
Shanghal, Headed by the drums, 
Dugles and band, the East Surrey 
detachment on parade swung by the 
front of the Cathedral and along 
Klangse Road past the saluting base 
where, with Mr, George, were the 
Senior "Naval Officer,’ Lieut.-Col. 
G. E, Swinton, the President, Vice- 
President and Committee of St. 
George's Society. “As each unit, with 
farms swinging in traditional British 
style, went by the base, thelr salutes 
were acknowledged by’ the Consul- 
General, hat in hand. Followed by 
fa large’ crowd, the British soldiers 
marehed to the Bund before being 
dismissed to. board lorries which 
tole them back to their billets. 


‘The Sermon 

‘Taking as the text of his Sermon, 
whe lot Is fallen unto me in a fair 
ground: yea, I have a goodly herit- 
ge," the Rev. P. C. Matthews refer- 
red to the special connections with 
Sl. George's Day of the East Surrey 
Regiment and the Royal Snciely of 
St. George. ‘Twenty five years ago, 
‘on SL. George’s Day, The East Surrey 

















daunted it had held lls ground and 
had won no less than three Victoria 
Crosses. ‘The Royal Society of St. 
George on this day bore in mind i 
patron saint who had been put to 
death because of his refusal to be 
disloyal to his God. St. George, con 
tinued Mr. Matthews, was typical of 
the English race—a' man of action 
and. ideals. 

The, history of England, troubled 
enough in all conscience, ‘compared 
very favourably with the history of 
‘any other nation in the world. Not 
because Englishmen were particular 
ly gifted in any way but because 
they both acted for themselves and 
thought for themselves, 
dom as thelr watchword, 
not set out deliberately to establish 











a mighty Empire; bit by bit it came, 
almost by accident,” said Mr. 
Matthews. “In England itself the 


average citizen never would tolerate 
being deprived of his freedom and, 
having found himself the citizen of 
‘2 huge Empire, he pmceeds to give 
that seltsame freedom to all who are 
ready for it.” 


Freedom 


He referred to the fact that the 
two South African republics, which 
had fought against England, had 
practically. regained thelr freedom 
within eight years. “Think of the 
Statute “of Westminster, of recent 
events in Egypt and India, ‘Freedom 
Is Indeed. our ideal. Napoleon called 
us a nation of shopkeepers; yet Eng- 
Jand was jless interested in grabbing

cost, the slave trade.’ No wonder 
other nations find ‘us dimeult to

“You remember in the last war 
how even our Allies were mystified 
by our insistence on the length of 

distance to Tipperary (a place 
very few, indeed, could find on the 
map and’ which still fewer had any 
desire to visit). You may remember 
how popular among. the British 
troops was the German Hymn of 
Hate—strongly reminiscent, T gather 
from letters from home now, of the 
popularity of the German’ broad- 
casts." 

‘Were not these peculiarities of the 
English, however, due to their in- 
sistence on frecdom. Freedom to, 
say, do or think within reason, what 
they liked. Other nations liked to be 
dragooned or led like sheep. ‘The 
English Ingisted on freedom. Hence 
they formed their own opinions and 
refused {0 let others tell them what 
they were. While others waved flags 
and sang fervently patriotic songs, 
the English preferred to go their own 
‘way and not to become too engrossed 
in anything for thereby they would 
Jeopardize their independence of 
thought and action. 














He had never wavered from the 
opinion that England had gone to war 
In 1914 simply and solely because 
she had promised to uphold the in- 
dependence of Belgium. He did not 
believe there was any other motive, 
England had made a promise (as had 
Germany) that Belgium would be left 
free. “Thank God the word of an 
Englishman was no empty phrase in 
1914; nor when a. similar’ situation 
‘arose in Poland last year were we 
false to our word, or to our ideal, 
freedom.” ‘The words rang through 
the majestic Cathedral. 

‘Englishmen had indeed a goodly 
heritage; one which had been built 
up by generations of very ordinary 
men ‘of action nd ideals. t these 
ideals were dropped they would be- 
come ruthless and, if they dropped 
Being men ot action, they would 
become wastrels. The Empire had 
been made by individual Englishmen 
who had found something to do and 
had done it with their might. As 
always it was the average individual 
who counted for so much,

Concession Apartment 
House to Be Closed 


‘Shanghai, Apr. 19. 

‘The tenants of: 45. apartments in 
the Empire Mansions at the corner of, 
‘Avenue Joffre and Route Sayzoong 
have been requested to vacate the 
premises occupied by them on or be- 
fore August 31, when all public 
utilities including the use of elevi 
tors, will be entirely suspended, ac- 
cording to a letter addressed to each 
‘one of the tenants by the China Realty 
Co., Fed. Inc. US.A, owners of the 
property. 

'No explanation was given to the 
tenants for this move, it being under 
stood, however, that the owners were 
‘compelled to take this step because 
they had been unable to obtain in- 
‘creased rentals from certain tenants. 
In this connection it may be re- 
called that some time ago, the Sec- 
fond Special District Court returned 
fa judgment in favour of one of the 
tenants of the building who had re- 
fused to pay an inerease in rental. 

In view of the higher cost of up- 
keep, and the lack of additional in- 
fcome from the building, the China 
Realty Co. is said to be losing money 
by keeping the apartment house open. 
‘A decision was therefore reached to 
close the building entirely. 

‘Shops on the ground floor. of the 
building, it was understood, will re- 
main open.

‘action and men of ideals and their 
ideal was lberty in matters of re- 
Uigion no less than politics. “He con- 
cluded by “quoting Shakespeare's 














words “... Nought shall make us ru 
it England to itselt do rest but true.”

Dean Trivett in a speech much 
abbreviated because of the lengthy 
Session the committee had had before 
lunch fixing up details of the cele- 
bration of St. George's Day, extended 
a hearly welcome to the guests, 
drawing attention to the fact that 
Mr. Bowden had been a member of| 
the committee of St. George's Society, 
and. was now president of  the| 
‘Australian and New Zealand Society. 
Major Duclos, he sald, had Hugue- 
not blood in his veins and eame from 
a Dominion which had demonstrated 
its loyally to the Empire in the 
last war and also this, 

Mr. Bowden, in reply to the toast 
of the guests, mentioned the fact 
that a New Zealand bishopric had 
recently been offered to the Dean, 

nd expressed mo sympathy with 
New Zealand in the fact that the 
Dean had declined the honour, 
pointing out that those in New Zea 
Tand did not know what they were 
missing, while people in Shanghai 
fully realized what they would lose 
had not the Dean and Mrs. Trivett 
decided they could do more useful 
‘work in Shanghai, As a Shanghai- 
ander, he weleomed their decision. 

Major Duclos referred to the 
recent Canadian clestions as showing 
how completely the Canadians were 
behind the Empire in this struggle 
against aggression, and pointed out 
that the French Canadian was not 
whit less loyal than Canadians of! 
other strains.

diseases with compulsory notification 
Showed an upward trend. in com- 
parison with the previous month, re- 
Bistering 27 per cent. in the statistics, 
and with a parallel increase in the 
mortality due to these diseases, 
Predominance is given to the affec~ 
tions transmitted by insects, and 
‘among them mention must be’ made 
Of the louse which transmits relapsin: 
ever and. typhus, 

showed. 

gravity for two deaths oUt of 14 cases 
were noted. ‘Typhus meanwhile at- 
tracted attentign in spite of its being 
less serious ‘than typhoid, An 
absolute cleanliness of the body and 
clothes should be looked after, 
Stricter than ever at the beginning 
of this spring. Persons coming into 
contact with louse carriers are re- 
commended to carry in their gar- 
‘ments a sachel saturated with essence 
of mint, essence. of citronella and 
naphthaline, the smell of which keeps 
these parasites away. 


‘Typhold Threat 
A new case of small-pox (fata) 
occurred on a Chinese. ‘The position 
regarding this disease, however, re- 
mains satisfactory, especially in com- 
parison with last ‘year, and owing to 
{he still crowded condition of the 

‘own. 

‘Typhoid remains stationary and 
serious, For an equal, number of 
‘causes last year, a marked epidemic 
commenced in May and continuing 
all through the summer. “With the 
approach of the summer season, 
all hygienic alimentary precautions 
should be taken against this desease, 
The most eMcient protection is the 
anti-typhoid Inoculation in spite of 
the little annoyance caused by these 
Injections, “Meningitis, diphtheria and 
scarlet fever were moderate during 
the month, Tuberculosis was respon- 
sible for a large number of deaths 
among both the foreigner and the 
‘Chinese.

‘The reason given is that Japanese 
industrial and business establishments

[chance to compete with foreign capital 
if free {rom the rigid control to which 
they are now subjected within the 
yen bloe. 

‘The following views are expressed 
by Japanese businessmen-in Shanghal: 

1—Alter the expected reopening ot 
the “Yangtze competition between 
Jupanese and third country capital 
‘will become intense, By” cutting 
Central China off from the yen bloc 
‘and placing Japan's trade with it on 
the Foreign Currency Export Bill 
hasis,-the cost of exports to Central 
China can be markedly reduced. 

2—With Central China excluded 
from the yen bloc, It should be treated.

Dean A. C. S, Trivett presided at the meeting and he was| 
supported by the Rev. F. W. Weaver, Chaplain, Mr. I. E. Roberts, 
hon, treasurer; and Mr. R. T. Sampson, hon. secretary. 


In his remarks the Rev. F. W. 
Weaver emphasized, at the outset, 
that they were without a mission. In 
the Committee's report it had. been 
‘mentioned that entertainment facili- 
les had been offered at the Church 
House but this, he stated, was just a 
misleading statement, similar to. that 
which appeared in the “North-China 
Daily News" as a footnote to a letter 
from the ship's company of the ss. 
Beharon March 18 which stated 
that the Missions to Scamen - were 
Rot closing down, but were merely 
vacating the quarters at 17 Canton 
Road and would, in future, operate 
from the Church’ House. 

“Those “of you who know the 
Church House ‘will readily appreciate 
how utterly impossible it would be to 
entertain seamen even if it were 
free," Mr. Weaver continued. After 


quoting various activities during the 
Week at the Church House, he added 
“There does not seem very much time 
for 


entertaining scamen, — besides

“Again 1 think it is only fair to 
the subscribers and to those who are 
interested in the Missions to have the 
full facts of why there is no mission 
explained to them. I was informed 
by the Union Insurance Co. of Canton 
three days before Christmas that they: 
had a tenant, who was willing to pay 
the full rental, and. that unless we 
could pay the same—$1,000 a month— 
‘we should have to vacate at the end 
of March.” 

He then referred to ‘an emergency 
meeting of the committee which had 
‘been called and at which it was de- 
elded that a rental of $1,000 a month 
was not justified. At this mecting, 
Mr, Weaver stated, he was asked to 
make enquiries from various agents 











in order to find new premises, he

Call for More Subscriptions Made at 
Annual Meeting; 1939 a Difficult Year 


Shanghai, Apr. 17. 


" AN appeal for more assistance to the Lester Chinese Hospital by 
the Shanghai community was made at the annual meeting of 


‘hospital subscribers which was held yesterday evening. 


Various 


references to the difficilties through which the institution was 


passing were made by several 
to the splendid work which the 


speakers, all of whom referred 
hospital was doing in Shanghai. 


Mr, A, H. George, H. M, Consul-General, presided at the meeting 


which was well attended. 


Before the meeting subscribers were 


shown around the various departments, 


Supporting Mr. A, H. George were 
Messrs. FW. Poaie, G. A. 

‘J, H, Liddell and the Rev. A. Baxter, 
‘trustees; and Mr. E, 8, Elliston, secre- 
tary. 

Before proposing the adoption of 
the report and accounts, Mr. George 
referred to the work of the hospital. 
He stated that the few simple words 
“emergency cases are seen at any 
time, day and night” had a world of 
significance. ‘Those few words meant 
‘that a complete staff had to be kept 
fon tiptos all hours of the day and 
night throughout the year, including 

‘nurses, telephone operator, 
engineering staff, and repre: 
‘sentatives of almost every’ other com- 
ponent part of that large Institution, 


Attempted Sulelides 


‘An average of over three attempted 
suicide cases a day were brought to 
the hospital, Probably very few of 
hhis listeners realized the depths of 
misery to which so. many. fellow 
eltizens had fallen. ‘They had to re- 
member that. those figures took no 
‘account of similar eases being brought 
to pther hospitals in the city. The 
‘utmost thanks, Mr. George continued, 
wore due {0 the Women's Auxillary. 
for thelr efforts in comforting those 
‘unfortunate people, 

‘The most common means of ending 
ife used by the poor people, the 
Chairman went on, was by the taking 

















* of oplum or other harmful drugs, He 


had been told that the number adopt 
ing this method in 1987 was 690, and 
in 1038, 767, Tn 1930 the number had 
yeached the formidable gure of 960 
which seemed to be ample ‘proof of 
the very onsy accessibility of such 
drugs howadays at very littie cost, 
‘Those of his listeners, who had lived 
in England would remember that 
after visiting thelr own particular 
Jocul doctor, they usually had to go 
around the corner to purchase the 
roseribed medicine from the local 
chemist. “Special arrangements were 
made for patients In a hospital found 
to be suffering from tuberculosis for 
Yemoval {oa sanatorium in a suitable 
distelet, or perhaps even to go abroad, 
‘Those who were too poor to pay for 








their upkeop in a large hospital were 
usually sent to some special institu 
tion elsewhere for the poorer classes, 


while orphans would be removed to 
some special homes. In Shanghai, 
however, nearly all those varied 
funetions, and many others, had to 
be performed under one root, 


Scabies 


Referring to scabies, commonly 
Jenown as itch, he stated that, reallz~ 
ing the dimeulties under ‘present 
abnormal conditions, he still won- 
dored whether something could not 
be dono {0 counter this trouble, 
thereby releasing a considerable part 
of the hospital staff and aecommod: 
tion for other and more importa 
‘nd urgent work. He had been in- 
formed that as much good could be 
done for the public in this matter 
by a couple of dozen trained intelli- 
gent coolies ax by a hundred doctors, 
provided that they had the necessary 
premises and applianees. He wondered 
if the Public Health authorities might 
not be able {0 do something on the 
ines of expanding their present 
‘travelling vaccination units or by the 
extension of their branch health 
foMices. “I can imagine some of the 
difficulties “and complications ine 
volved, such as provision of fresh, 
clean ‘clothing and the destruc- 
tion of old infectious materials, 
but I am told that, on a final balanee, 
‘the community's ‘money would be 
saved thereby,” stated Mr. George. 

Referring to the Maternity Depart- 
ment, he stated that 470 mothers were 
delivered during the year. “We can- 
not record any quintuplets but we| 
fare proud that we had five pairs of 
‘twins, all thriving,” Mr. George ad- 
ded, “He paid a tribute to the work! 
fof the Women's Auxillary and. Ye-| 
ferred to the deaths of the Rev. 
Ernest Box and Mr. Ellis Pugh, both 
of whom ‘had been intimately’ con- 
nected with the hospital. He convey- 
fed condolences to Mrs. Box and Mrs. 
Pugh and other relatives of these two 
former hospital workers. 


Economy 




















Worked but all too necessary word 
“economy.” He felt that that word 
had governed the whole work of the 
hospital and he was afraid that the 
year 1939 would be remembered by 
many as the year of the decline of the 
dollar, “He was glad to report, how- 
ever, ‘that the hospital had finished 
up the year better than they had 
anticpated in the months of July and 
‘August, ‘This was largely due to the 
Uimely and welcome ald of the British 
Fund for Relief in China and the 
London Missionary Society. Without 
thelr aid the diffleulties could not have 
‘been surmounted, 

‘Tho working uecount had reached 
the enormous figure of $577,506.49, 
easily a record’ in the » hospital's 
history. By dint of the greatest care, 
however, the Joss on the year's work- 
Ing was'not more than $26,350. Sub- 
‘scriptions from foreign sources also 
constituted a record, amounting to no 
less than $21,184. Income under this 
item from Chinese sources, however, 
didnot show quite the same_pro- 
portionate improvement and, while 
realizing the many demands from 
charitable sources now being made on 
thelr friends the Chinese, he suggested 
to the appropriate authorities that this 
souree might be tapped a little 
further.

and Sergt. W. E. Bader, in charge of the Private Criminal Pro- 
secution office at West Hongkew Police station, was slightly injured 
in the right ankle shortly before noon yesterday when a police 
party engaged four gunmen in a battle outside the First Special 
District Court, N. Chekiang. Road. The third member of the 
gang was arrested uninjured, while one of the robbers made good 
his escape. More than 20 shots were exchanged between the 
police and the fleeing robbers, while two pistols and several rounds 
of ammunition, as well as part of the loot from an armed robbery 
perpetrated a few minutes previously in a Chinese house on Tsepoo 
Road were found on the scene by the police, 
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‘They did not notice that a Chinese 
male servant had given them chase 
‘and was only afew yards behind 
them until they reached the 
‘Their pursuer raised an alarm outside 
the premises of the court and a police 
Jseareh party on duty there, consisting 
of CPS. 965, CPC. 1007 and CPC. 
1443, went Into action in a matier of 
‘seconds. 

‘CPS, 865 look charge and ordered 
his constables to walt until the rob- 
‘bers had gotten into the car, realizing 
that It would be ridiculous to meet 
the desperadoes head-on. 

‘The car slarted moving when the 
two C.P.Cs took up positions on the 
lett side of the vehicle, while the 
Sergeant looked after the right side. 
‘The C.PS. challenged the driver to 
stop, while at the same time one of 
the ‘robbers pulled out his gun and 
fred a shot. ‘The car ‘stopped dead 
and the gunmen attempted to get out 
of it only to find that both doors were 
well covered. ‘The second shot rang 
‘out in the direction of the Sergeant 
who replied, emptying his magazine 

injuring the gunman critically. 
‘Meanwhile, one of the C.P.C.s on the 
‘other side of the ear fired on the two 
‘men trying to make thelr getaway 
jand injured one on the leg. ‘The third 
‘gunman dropped his pistol in 
endeavour to get away but CP.C. 
2202, who had meanwhile arrived on 
the ‘scene, braved the exchange of 
shots that was still going on and 
‘succeeded in arresting the man.

Musical Criticism: 
A Reader's Views 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Nommit-Cunwa Datuy. News 

‘Sin—After the waves of exeltemeni 
which rose about the Council elec- 
Mons and the latest’ war develop- 
‘ments in Europe have calmed down 
to a certain extent, I should lke to 
revert again to. a very peaceful 
question, to musical " performances 
‘and musie reviews in Shanghal 

It definitely was a most agreeable 
surprise (o musically interested read 
fers when, some months ago, your 
subseribers found the new signature 
“H" under the concert reviews nf 
your esteemed paper. It clearly ap- 
eared that at last a man, was on the 
Job who knew his business, obvious- 
ly ‘hada striking and” appropriate 
Power of judgment and undoubtedly. 
‘all the necessary abilities required 
of a musical eritic. It did not -mat- 
ter that many of his readers were 
not in agreement with him on the 
subject of the Orchestra programmes 
‘and with the verve with whieh he 
‘defended the predomination of Italian 
musie and modern compositions in 
the eoncerts of the Municipal Orches- 
tra It did not matter either that 
sometimes he did no do full. justice 
to certain new-comers in thelr first 
debut on the Shanghai concert stage, 
by reviewing them rather strongly, 
‘though justly, as compared with the 
‘old and popular Shanghal favourites 
who are usually eritieized with more, 
not to say too much gentleness. It 
did not do any harm, because all his 
remarks and observations were well 
founded and always hit the nail on 
the head, 

Now it appears that Mr. H. has an 
inclination to reflect on composers 
‘and compositions, which is quite 
Fight and welcome, and as” far as 














the critical and analytical’ remarks 
fare erroneous. But” unfortunately 
Mr, Hf, is very concerned about the 
{great German classics, which some- 
Himes (or often) fall to satisty him 





‘completely; and here is where Mr. 
H's critical | remarks “on musical 
“theory” anc "become some- 





what dangerous to laymen and an 
noying to experts. For example, in 
his latest review he states that “one 
might doubt the necessity of tripling 
Bach's. orchestration in ‘(ard 

concerto." Well, 
this would rush out 
of his tomb, tear, off the sapre, can= 
‘cel the tripie-concerted_ instrumenta- 
tion and write a new one for two or 
less voices each in ny time. Now, 
earnestly speaking, as long as Mr. H. 
doubts the necessity of this triple 
‘arrangement, he does not get the 
point of the’ composition and of all 
Brandenburgian concertos, and my 
tip is to learn the score by heart 
until he ig able to write down by 
memory all its parts without mis 
takes and omissions. Whereupon he 
probably would not have any more 
Goubts on the subject. 

‘The same applies to the statement 
relating > the connections between 
Bach, Beethoven and Brahms, which, 
according to Mr. H., do not exist in 
the sense of a strict evolutionary 
process, Well, to realize these o0n- 
hections, just look at the late sonatas 
‘and ghamber music tnom Beethoven, 
which represent the strictest con 
Uinuation of Bach's tatest » master 
pleces. And as to the question. of 
Brahms's successorship to Beethoven, 
his own’ words are to be quoted. 
When, 
writes of “the Giant he always hears 
marching behind him.” I ain not 

guing on matters of taste, likes or 
dislikes, as, for example, “Who is 
the greater aomposer, ‘Brahms or 
Bruckner ?" but on questions which 
‘cannot be decided—excuse my frank- 
ness—but by profound knowledge of 
‘heart and mind, And it almost seems 
that highly balanced and cultivated 
faste is nothing but the result of 
highly developed knowledge. 

T take it that Mr. Hf. is. still a 
young man, which obviously is one 
‘ot the greatest merits a critle can 
possess, thus ensuring temperament, 
Keenness, Incorruptibility and en- 
thuslasm, On the other hand, a 
young man cannot prssibly know 
everything ; and if he would realize 
this ‘weak point of youthful strength 
it would enormously increase the 
Value of his reviews—partieularly if 
hhe avuld persuade himself to consider 
a bundred times before he writes 
dows critical or analytical statements 
‘about the old masters, especially 
bout the three (or if you insist upon 
it, four) Big Bs. , 

T wont Mr. H, to understand that 
I certainly do not want fo dlscour- 
‘age him by giving a most well-inten- 
tioned hint. If he feels able to ac- 
‘cept it honestly, well then, shake 
‘hands ond. carry on for. ‘efficient 
‘work, fully aware of the educational

‘On the contrary, I believe, it Is to 
the benefit of foreign nance only, 
‘and there Is no. sufficient ground to| 
Believe that it is to the benef of 
China's finance, as stated by Mr. 
‘Chung in his letter, that Chinese hold 
the interest of substantial foreign 
enterprises which are well organized| 
‘and prosperous. ‘There is no gainsay- 
ing that human beings are apt to 
look after their own interests first, 
that in case foreign enterprises prove! 
really 19 be well organized and pro 
perous, foreigners. are- rather’ reluc~ 
tant to sell out, and that the shares 
‘of really substantial foreign enter~ 
prises are not easy to procure on the| 
market, §> far as I know the 
‘amount of shares held in the hands| 
fof Chinese being relatively —seanty, 
the Chinese have no ot “con: 
trol as well as that of supervision 
over those foreign enterprises, and 
nor is there any Chinese allowed to 
participate in the management of 
Those “enterprises. Hence it is in- 
credible that Chinese holders of 
foreign shares are equally treated, 
with those of foreign holders. 

In fact, the investment in foreign 
shares helps to keep the capital in 
foreign hands, instead of Keeping the 
some in the ‘hands of the Chinese. 
Moreover it is by m> means a safe- 
guard against wild fluctuation in 
foreign exchange, as when foreign 
currencies drop the value of com-| 
modities correspondingly decreases, 
and undoubtedly the value of shares 
‘will then decrease too.

ses here in Shanghai (supposed to 
be the fifth largest port in the world), 
whereas in any other port of note. 
that I have visited, one sees their; 
‘own very fine buildings and. club- 
rooms for seamen, where no expense 
seems to be spared to carry on thelr 
‘extremely laudable work. 

‘Returning to Mn. Weaven’s address, 

ely it would have been a gracious 
‘gesture on his part to record publicly 
his gratitude to his recent landlords, 
Inasmuch as these benevolent people 
had afforded him excellent accom- 
modation for his work in thelr Can- 
ton Road premises for a matter of| 
some two years at a purely nominal 
rental. 

In my humble opinion this would 
have been in far better taste than | 
some of the expressions appearing in 
his address as it stands. 

“Another point of interest to the 
Public—and especially subseribers— 
might have ‘been made in Mr.

‘owing to the hostilities the Union 
Soclety most kindly allowed me the 
use of the premises at 17 Canton 
Road free of charge in order that 
the work of the Mission to Seamen 
Jmay be carried on, After six months 
{free rental an agreement was enter- 
ed into by my commitiee to pay a 
lvery nomina} rental of $300 per 
month with an additional $50 for six 
months to pay for the cost of heating 
fon the condition that if a tenant 
could be found who would be willing 
to pay the full rental we should, of 
Jcourse, have to vacate. 

‘As stated in the Press a tenant 
was found, in fact several firms had 
made offers to pay $1,000 per month 
for the premises, and accordingly T 
was notified that our agreement must 
leease after 3 months notice had ex- 
pired. 

Even then the option was given to 
Imy committee to continuo our oceupa- 
tion if we would pay $1,000 per month 
(which was afterwards reduced 10 
}$900 per month) but this, as reported, 
my commitee was not willing to do, 

‘The Union Society of Canton have

elaimed a minimum of US$100 and

‘One cannot judge a novel by Pearl 
Buck without its background. Always 
lover a book by her there rises the 
thought of “The Good Earth.” And| 
now to this has been added ‘another| 
‘yard-stick—the Nobel Prize in litera- 
ture. It is unfortunate that Pearl 
/Buck’s novels of the American scene 
fcannot bear comparison with — her 
(Chinese novels, “Other Gods” shows

A Polished Shelt 

Briefly the story is this, Kit Mal-| 
lant, travelling in Peking, meets Bert 
Holm returning to America after a 
seemingly gallant achievement "in 
mountain climbing. Disappointed in 
ove, Kit is attracted by the simpli- 
city, the physical beauty of Bert and 
marries him. Bert's waning career as 
American hero is revived by another

Kit seems to have everything to 
make her a fine, warm character, yet 
[she is not. - Her sensitiveness becomes 
snobbishness; her childish expectancy 
fand faith become a hardened cynic 
lam to fool and destroy others. Her 
Superficial judgment traps her at the 
end, 








Verdict not Sustained 
Bert Holm, a fool, albeit a hand- 
some fool, is. oversimplified. The 
author says of him that he “in one 
feareless oct of ‘heroism ruined his 
life." But her story does not sustain 
her verdict. It was not heroism he 
jshowed—that is a quality of spirit 
which is Instinet in one's life. “Bert 
‘Holm is not a “eareless hero” (a con-
